As Maine goes In September so

For as i 
the Republicans every four years 
point to Maine as the barom eter, 
the Dem ocrats have never 
con­ 
ceded the slogan because of the 
predom inance of state and 
local 
questions. 
There are nevertheless certain 
im portant inferences which can be 
drawn from the Main© election as 
it is the first test between 
the 
parties as such. 
First of all, the 
total vote was a surprise, being 
sm aller than four years ago. The 
incident is explainable on 
two 
grounds— one that 
tho 
contest 
w as uneven and the personal pop­ 
ularity of the Republican 
candi­ 
dates was such that the result was 
conceded and many voters did not 
take the trouble to vote and the 
other is that the Dem ocratic par­ 
ty has been more or less disorgan­ 
ized by tho defection from 
the 
ranks of dry Dem ocrats who w ill 
not support the national 
ticket. 
Many of these doubtless stayed at 
home. 
Comparisons D ifficult. 
Th# Dem ocrats w ill contend, of 
rs®, that since the Republican 
didate for governor received a 
jority of between 60,000 and 
TO.OOO the showing is 
not 
as 
good as four years ago when Pres­ 
ident Coolidge received **«r*Jor- 
lty of more than 86.to o over the 
com bined vote of Davis and 
La 
F ollette. 
In answer .to this the 
Republicans w ill point 
to 
the 
falling off in the total vote and 
the corresponding ratios of 
gain 
as between the governorship can­ 
didates In 1924 and today. 
The resignation of Mrs. W illiam 
Pattangall as Democratic nation­ 
al com m itteewom an cs a protest 
against the Smith nom ination and 
the activity of the anti-Sm ith or­ 
ganizations had its effect on the 
Dem ocratic vote w hile the Repub­ 
licans

noon. 
The Jury deliberated near­ 
ly three hours. 
Zanetti and Mike Depisa, alleg­ 
ed gunman, visited N ykiel’s sal­ 
oon on June 27, and engaged in 
an argum ent with Nykiel which 
culm inated in the latter’s death. 
Depisa was shot to death by Con­ 
stable Edward McPherson when 
he attem pted to flee from the 
*cene of N ykiel’s death. 
W. II. Michaud, foreman of the 
Jury, said that tho prosecution 
failed to present sufficient evi­ 
dence that Zanetti had a pistol at 
the time of the shooting of Ny­ 
kiel, or had participated in the 
slaying.

man of the Republican

com m ute, and discussed the re­ 
sults of the Maine election which 
he said "pointed the way to a R e­ 
publican victory in the 
national 
election."

Automobiles to the number of 
76,500 crossed the Straits of Mack

from Philadelphia where she had 
just finished discharging and was 
enroute to gulf ports to pick up 
another cargo of oil. 
All records of the vessel, 
in­ 
cluding the articles carrying the 
names and addresses of the crew, 
were lost in the explosion. 
The 
unidentified 
boatswain 
came 
aboard in Philadelphia, but mem ­ 
bers of the crew could not give 
his name nor the addresses of the 
other dead. 
The survivors were rem aining 
in Quarantine here tonight aw ait­ 
ing word from the vessel’s oper­ 
ators.

Cinc'nnati, Ohio, Sept. 12—(ZP) — 
Preparing in common with other 
regions to choose a president, tho 
mid west presents an illuminating 
cross-section of the country’s politi­ 
cal structure that combines virtu­ 
ally every element of this many- 
sided campaign. 
To the forecaster 
who seeks there a clue to the na­ 
tion’s answer in November, it of­ 
fers a picture both inviting and 
forbidding. 
Comprising the eastern extrem­ 
ity of the farm belt.

The beans should be feeder and 
fresh, and graded according to size 
mid washed, using small vegetable 
bruish if any earth or sand sticks 
to beans.
